He will go back to California and 
try to retrieve his political for- 
tunes. Surely, and not at all 
slowly, the political scales in 
California reveal Vice President 
Nixon to be weighing more than 
Sen. Knowland. 

In 1952, then Sen. Nixon was 
merely a promising young man. 

Now, in 1957, he has been se- 
lected by the top GOP manage- 
ment to be the party’s nominee in 
1960. Indications are the Presi- 
dent himself looks upon his asso- 
ciate as the heir apparent. 


Sen. Knowland has an ambition 
to be president. 


He reportedly never cared too 
much for Mr. Nixon. A lot of 
people, including the present gov- 
ernor, didn't. But at the San 
Francisco convention the anti- 
Nixon forces, though insistent and 
strident, were clobbered, as they 
say. 


Nixon’s Star 

The Nixon star began to climb 
higher and higher in the political 
skies. 

Sen. Knowland will have a freer 
hand out of the Senate. He may 
try to become governor of Cali- 
fornia. 

His announcement means he is 
going home with his eyes on 
1960's Republican convention. 

Last October I watched Rich- 
ard Milhous Nixon, vice presi- 
dent of the United States, in ac- 
tion as a campaigner for the GOP 
ticket. 

He was very, very skilled. 


Coming out of El Paso it was 
my privilege to -have about an 
hour with him in the private com- 
partment of the chartered aircraft 
in which he and the press corps 
traveled. He answered certain 
basic political questions frankly 
and fully. 

At the conclusion of that jour- 
ney, watching his effectiveness 
and his unusual ability to match 
the mood of his crowds, it was 
this correspondent’s studied opin- 
ion that Vice President Nixon is 
perhaps the most able politician 
on the national scene—the Presi- 
dent himself excepted. 


Events since have. tended to 
bolster that conclusion. 

People are strongly for or 
against Richard Nixon. There is 
no in-between. 

His critics charge he keeps al- 
ways an ear to the ground and 
changes his position with the po- 
litical winds. His admirers insist 
he is a young man who is ma- 
turing, and that all such persons 
of necessity change their minds 
as they learn and as new issues 
require change. 


Calculated Action 


His opposition insists that he 
calculates every move with great 
care and weighs the political im- 
plications of each step. They fur- 
ther insist his decisions are those 
of political expediency and that 
principles are not carefully 
weighed. His friends admit that 
he calculates his moves. They 
cheerfully acknowledge he does 
not act impulsively. But they 
heatedly deny that he sacrifices _ 
principle for expediency. They 
argue there is value in calculated 
action as opposed to impulsive de- ¢ 
cision. . They insist the vice presi- 
dent would not hesitate to go 
against the calculated conclusion 
if a principle were at stake. 


The controversy rages about 
him. It will now increase. 


Without much doubt, it was a 
recent decision by the vice presi- 
dent, as presiding officef of the 
Senate, which precipitated Sen, 
Knowland’s decision. Mr. Nixon 
gave an opinion sustaining the 
coalition of liberal Republicans 
and Democrats which sought to 
amend Rule 22, which permits un- 
limited debate on filibuster. Sen. 
Knowland voted the other way. 

Vice President Nixon’s political 
«stock boomed. . especially in’ 
California. 

Sen. Knowland, a protege of the 
late Sen. Robert Taft, already ob- 
scured and in the shadow of the 
vice president, has decided to go 
home and take up the fight. As of 
now, the odds favor the “ presi- 
dent. The Taft political 
was beaten in 1952, ignored in

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8—Presi- 
dent Eisenhower will ask Con 
gress for $17,800,000,000 for the 
Air Force for the next fiscal 
year, an informed source dis- 
closed today.

BATTLE FORECAST 


The air power-conscious Con- 
gress, after a battle which prob- 
ably will be renewed this year, 
finally insisted upon appropriat- 
ing $17,700,000,000 for’ the Air 
Force. The administration then 
claimed it did not need the money. 

The fiscal year runs from July 
1 to June 30. 


It was also reported the Presi- 
cent would seek $11,200,000,000 for 
the Navy, $10,000,000,000 for the 
Army and $200,000,000 for De- 
fense department expenses. All 
this would result_in a total mili- 
tary budget request of $39,700,- 
000,000 
JAN. 16 TARGET 

This would .be $4,100,000,000 
more than the President original- 
ly requested for defense spending 
authority for the current fiscal 
year and $2,600,000,000 more than 
the revised estimate of last 
August. 

The President will send his 
budget message to Congress Jan. 
16. 


The apparent total military 
budget for new oObligational au- 
thority will be somewhat higher 
than the earlier estimates that 
hovered around $38,000,000,060. 


But the request for increased 
spending authority will reflect 
higher costs.of production and 
other expenses rather than any 
substantial aggrandizement of 
military power, it was pointed 
out here. 

An. authoritative source dis- 
closed that eight Air Force wings 
were dropped from the target 
total of 137 wings scheduled to 
be attained by June under the 
administration’s ‘‘new look” de- 
fense program. A wing is an 
organizational unit ranging from 
7 fighter planes to 30 big 
bombers.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 — Sen. 
Kennedy (D-Mass) won nomina- 
tion tonight to the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee in a 
contest in which the historical 
seniority system did not prevail. 
The action was taken at a closed 
session of the Senate Democratic 
Steering Committee. 


Kennedy’s contest was with 
Sen. Kefauver of Tennessee, who 
won in the close contest for the 
Democratic vice presidential 
nomination at the Democratic 
national convention in Chicago. 
In the Senate, Kefauver had four 
years of seniority over Kennedy. 
Whether this meant a crumbling 
of the seniority rule ‘remained 
to be seen. 


LOSER SPEAKS 

Kefauver, in a statement to- 
night, said: 

“Of course, I do not blatne 
Sen. Kennedy for trying to better 


his position, but I am interested! 


to learn that seniority is a rule 
that may or may not be applied 
by the Senate leadership in de- 
ciding the rights of senators.”’ 
A place on the foreign rela- 
tions committee is one of the 
highest honors granted by the 
senate. A vacancy 6n that panel 
had been left by Sen. Walter F. 
George of Georgia, the chairman, 
who did not seek reelection. 


A factor in the selection of 
Kennedy over Kefauver was said 
ta be that the Massachusetts 
legislator had been in the Senate 
for four years without having 
received a committee assignment 
of his choice.

The Democrats, all identified |

Her friends said 
she was a ‘“‘good girl.”’ 

The secretary had been shot in 
the back with a single .25 caliber 
bullet.

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Are Still Antiquated 


* Gov. Griffin has given high priority 
in his prelegislative talks to the problem 
of traffic safety. He has said that even if 
gome other services have to do with less, 
be intends to have 50 patrolmen added 
to the present force and to advocate stiffer 
laws against reckless driving, speeding 
and other violations. 

The governor will receive strong back- 
ing for any plans he might have for stop- 
ping the carnage which last year claimed 
the lives of almost 1,100 people on the 
state’s roads. 

But these moves will strike at only 
part of the problem. Adequate enforce- 
ment of laws through modern traffic 
courts is fully as important. 

In 1952 The Constitution carried out 
a vigorous, year-long campaign to bring 
all facts involved in the traffic problem 
before the public. The newspaper was 
criticized and in one instance its editors 
were cited for contempt of court because 
they refused to retreat from a stand which 
they believed in the best interests of the 
people of Georgia. 

The campaign revealed extreme laxity 
and lack of uniformity in enforcing traf- 
fic laws. It resulted in a watered-down 
version of the Uniform Traffic Code but 
4,000 deaths later, law enforcement is 
rendered largely ineffective because of an 
antiquated court system and laws inade- 
quate to today’s traffic needs. 

There is an accepted standard of bring- 
ing enforcement agencies, laws and courts 
up to date. It is a service sponsored jointly 
by the International Association of Police 
Chiefs, the Traffic Institute of Northwest- 
ern University and the traffic court im- 
provement division of the American Bar 
Association. 

These experts are already familiar with 
many phases of the problem in Georgia. 
They recommended and supervised in-~ 
stallation of the present traffic enforce- 
ment and court program in Atlanta. But 
even this program still is not fully ef- 
fective because of a constitutional techni- 
cality which restricts such courts to At- 
lanta alone. Another bill which would 
permit other cities to set up courts also 
is now in the works. 

The governor and the Legislature 
would do well to explore possibilities of 
surveys by these experts in order to de- 
termine just what is wrong with traffic 
law enforcement in Georgia. The services 
are not expensive. They have been tried 
and proved in many other states. 


Let’s get all the facts and then apply 
whatever remedies are necessary.

These Shopworn Issues 


Fulton Rep. Wilson Brooks announces 
he is preparing two bills he hopes will 
take care of a couple of nagging Atlanta 
controversies—the city school budget and 
this year’s city primary date. 

We hope so, too. The controversies are 
becoming a bit shopworn and should be 
ended. 

There is no reasonable excuse for early 
primaries either in Atlanta or elsewhere 
in this state. The General Assembly 
should find a way to end them by law. 

As for the school controversy, there 
is a wide measure of disagreement about 
just what the present measure does and 
does not do. While there is a need for 
budget control, the measure should be 
clarified to end the arguments. 


Whether Rep. Brooks’ bills will accom- 
plish these purposes, we do not know. 
But surely the Fulton delegation should 
seek to reach agreement on measures 
which will do so.

West Georgia College 
Should Grant Degrees 


Citizens in general and teachers in 
particular are hopeful West Georgia 
College may be authorized by the board 
of regents to offer a B.S. degree in ele- 
mentary education, adding this extra year 
in that field only. 


The Atlanta Constitution joins earn- 
estly in that hope and wish. 


It is necessary from two important 
points of view. One is that West Georgia 
College is in the most populous area of 
the state with 55 per cent of the elemen- 
tary children qualified for the state 
school system. The teacher need is great, 
there being a severe shortage. Making 
West Georgia available for this necessary 
B.S. degree would provide an impetus to 
teacher training. It would enable many 
to take the training who otherwise would 
not be able so to do. 


The teachers themselves lead in re- 
questing such a course. 

The second major argument in behalf 
of such a course is the proved soundness 
of the principles of instruction in the 


‘ three-year elementary course at West 


Georgia. It has been professionally recog- 
nized, accredited and respected for almost 
20 years. 


The State of Kentucky, for example, 
as well as Columbia University, New York 
University and others have _ recently 
called upon the West Georgia College 
elementary teachers school for members 
to come to them with their story and 
methods. 


The third factor is that our population 
is growing. The teacher demand is acute. 
It will become more so. 


The state will do well to do everything 
it can to make it easier to obtain quali- 
fied teachers. 


We are honored to join with the teach- 
ers of the area in recommending to the 
regents that West Georgia College be al- 
lowed to be of greater service in a time 
of increasing need for such services.

Mount Vernon, N.Y.—Russian in- 
fluence in the oil-rich Near East 
has been rising dangerously due to 
the mistakes of the Eisenhower- 
Dulles policy.

But Secre- 
tary Dulles ought to offer aid in 
that area only on certain wise and 
reasonable conditions, such as that 
the Arab nations conclude peace 
with Israel and stop wasting their 
country’s wealth and productive 
capacity by buying arms.

Out of the discussions of the school situation in our county, 
conducted by a trained committee from the State Board of Edu- 
cation, and the publication of the findings, should come facts not only 
of interest but of information to all our people. 


Our schools are still perhaps 
our greatest problem and the chief 
prob.e:n is how to finance them. 
The rub now comes, since for so 
long in this county and in so many 
Georgia counties the schools have 
not been properly supported and 
teachers have worked for a pit- 
tance, most of whom did so be- 
cause it was their life work and 
because they realized the value 
of a child. 

In recent years decided prog- 
ress has been made in support of 
the schools. In Georgia, the State 
Department of Education, through 
legislation, has been carrying the 
load, while locally the counties 
have carried on at the expense 
of the metropolitan centers of 
wealth and have paid little in 
taxes for the support of schools. 

Now the large centers are hav- 
ing financial difficulties and it ap- 
pears that the counties are going 
to have to share somewhat equal- 
ly in the support of their schools.

When disap- 
pointed, remember how much you 
still have. Think of some of the 
specific blessings you have re- 
ceived and thank God for them. 
Maybe you have been set back but 
what you still have is enough to 
keep going on. The practice of 
thanksgiving takes the sting out of 
disappointment. |

such things as ye have: for He 
hath said, I will never leave thee, 
nor forsake thee’’ (Hebrews 13:5). 
The word contentment comes from 
two Latin words, con and tenere. 
They mean “to hold together.” 
When you really exercise faith in 
God it will keep you from “going 
to pieces.”’ It will enable you to 
think clearly and realize that, 
though your disappointment hurts, 
still all is not lost. Instead of giving 
up in surrender you begin to look 
for the place to begin again and 
soon you will find that life is still 
worth living. 

One other: “‘And we know that 
all things work together for good 
to them that love God’’ (Romans 
8:28). Maybe your disappointment 
is not bad after all. Maybe, in 
Stead, it was “His appointment.” 
Anyway, if one continues to love 
God no matter what happens, 
somehow things will work out in 
such a way that all will turn out 
good. Of course, bad things will 
happen to us as we go along, but 
a firm love for God will give us 
the staying power to the point that 
eventually the sum total of our 
lives will be good. 

Store up these words from God's 
Word in your mind and use them 
when needed.

Under the renewal program the 
federai government will make two 
dollars available for every one the 
city puts up. Cuba said he thinks 
the city can get $3,000,000 in cred- 
its for sewer, street, sidewalk and 
other utilities, but that $3,000,000 
in cash will be needed to insure 
completion of present renewal 
plans. 


Cuba said that by comparison 
Douglas, with a 10,000 population, 
is making $500,000 available over a 
5-year. period; Columbus, popula- 
tion around 80,000, is contemplat- 
ing $750,000 for a 3%-year renewal 
program, and Baltimore has| 
agreed to expend $15,000,000 a year'| 
for the next 20 years in a similar) 
program.

Two days later, the rash of 
herpes zoster (shingles) broke 
out. Until the eruption appeared, 
diagnosis was impossible. But 
we cannot blame the victim for 
being concerned while the physi- 
cian tried to make up his mind. 

The chest wall is made up of 
bones, cartilages, joints, muscles, 
nerves, and blood. vessels. These 
structures are easily injured and 
are subject to various diseases. 
Putting the chest wall and spine 
to work often points to the source 
of pain. 

The victim is asked to flex 
or rotate the spine, to bend for- 
ward, breathe in and out deeply, 
and cough. Maneuvers of this 
kind usually are painful when the 
chest wall has been injured and 
the cartilage is dislocated or 
loose. 

Furthermore, discomfort gen- 
erally appears over the affected 
area, which helps to pinpoint the 
lesion. Pleurisy gives rise to the 
proverbial ‘“‘stitch in the side.” 
It is aggravated by breathing, 
coughing, and sneezing, but rare- 
ly by changes in posture. 

By means of the stethoscope, 
the physician is able to hear the 
typical rubbing or grating 
sounds produced when inflamed 
pleural linings rub together.
